An Intimate Inside picture of the 
81nn Fein rebellion of Easter Week, 
1916. written by Llam MeJlowea, 
Oommsndast Oeneral of tlie It'.^'ii 
Volnnteers, was nmde pabUe Batvr- 
day by William J. Flynn, Chief of 
the United Staten Secret Serrtce. 
This rpmarkable <locuinent, to- 
gether with other papers seized 
When Mellowes was arreeted by 
Chief Flynn, along with other Sinn 
Feiners, on the charge oif plotting 
another rebellion In Iretand. ahed 
a new light on the eflorU of tbe 
Sinn Felnen to throw off BrltUlh 
rule. Sir Soaer -Cwement's oonnec- 
tlon w4tb the ovrialac i« also told 
In a new way. In hie own hand 
Mellowes penned the Btatement that 
Germany's aid was Bought by the 
BInn Feiners and that Oennany 
failed to give the promised aid. He 
aayft: 

"I know that there was an ex- 
isting apreenient with Germany 
Chat, 'If the rrnirsr of the war al- 
lowed If,' they wmilil set up an In- 
dependent Irel.'Ln'i. Knowing this, 
I was willing to wait to aee if the 
oonrae of the war did aHow it- 
•Twi to wwlt natU th« end of the 
war." 

In another doenment, alao In the 
bandwrftlng of Mellowes, la a state- 
ment which. In the opinion of the 
United States officials, proves that 
John Devoy, editor of the Sinn Fein 
organ in America, the Gaelic Ameri- 
can, was one of rtie controlling 
geniuses on this side of the water 
of the Sinn Kein movement. Even 
Mellowes bowed down to Devoy in 
this country, lor In the documents 
■Mtde public by Cliief FlyuB •PPears 
this paragraph: 

"On March 4, 1917, •oeompuled 
by Peter Golden, I went to a Robert 
H^mset celebration In Boston. I was 
niked to slay to organise the peo- 
ple In Boston, «a they said I might 
be able to do some good. I could 
not let them know until I heard 
from Mr. J). \().v whetiier be would 
permit me or not." 

Mellowes, In beginning hie story 
of the Easter week rebellion, draws 
a graphic picture of the orders and 
eonnter orders of the various lead- 
ers, from President Pears* down, 
which led to general confusion 
throughout Irelaod and waa rsepen- 
stble for the failure of the forces 
in the various parts of Ireland to 
make and. sort of a concerted effort. 
Then the account continues: 

"After Casement's death I got a 
message from him through Mrs. 
Green. It was given to her by 
Casement, with the requeet that she 
would deliver it to me. Casement 
was lyinK 111 In a private hospital 
in Bavaria when he first heard that 
there waa to be an Insurrection In 
Ireland. A German otNcer who had 
some from a Baltic port told him 
of the Aud'a departure. He imme- 
diately went to Berlin and learned 
that the military aufborltlea tbere 
were not officially aware of the 
Aud's departure for Ireland. It had 
been arranged with the German of- 
flcers at the Baltic port. I am of 
the opinion that this was arranged 
from America. After Insistence on 
his part, the authorities placed a 
Bubmurlne at the disposal of Case- 
ment. Ill thi.s .submaiinvi he started 
for Ii'eland, but after one day's 
Journey the machinery went wrong, 
and after four hours' vain endeavor 
to right tt he was transferred to 
another submarine. This was an 
older pattern and very slow. Be- 
sides, the commander did not know 
tbe coast of Ireland very well. 

"Casement, Monteith and Bailey, 
who accompanied him, landed on 
the Kerry coast. Casement has 
been connected with the arrival of 
the Aud. As a matter of fact, and 
as it is not generally known, 
th( p' was a distance of not lea 
Uian one hundred miles between the 
wot where the Aud was sunk and 
that where Casement landed. Imme- 
diately after landing he tent 
Monteltb and Bailey on some er- 
rand, and when they returned he 
had been arrested through the 
treachery of the man on whose 
ground tihey bad landed, who, living 
in -fear of the Germans' landing, had 
immediately gone to the police wltli 
the Information. Nevertheless. 
Oasernent did succeed in having 
word brought to Dublin that he had 
tailed to get German help, and that 
under the circumstances the insur- 
rection must not take place at that 
time. It was this knowledge of 
Casement's arrest wblch decided 
McNeUl to countermand the man- 
oeuvres, and the order appeared In 
the Irish Independent of Kaster 
Bund ay. Every one knows bow 
events shaped after that. 

"It has been popularly euppoee<l 
that the Insurrection waa to take 
place oil Ea.ster Sunday, for the 
reason ■that the Government had is- 
sued orders for tbe simultaneous ar- 
rest of all the Volunteer leaders, 
and thait the leaders decided to an* 
llclpate the Oovemmenit and strike 
first, and thus prevent tbe de- 
moralisation ia tbeir ninka. Tftis, 
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Miss Miller worked all last summer 
acrss, near Bougbkeepsle, New To 
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bowerer, Is not tbe case. The oider 
isaned by tbe Oovemmsnt for tbe 
arrest of tiis leaden waa not given 
until wBter tbe conference held in 
the Vieereaal Lodge on Easter Sun- 
day night between 8 and 10 o'clock; 
when, as a matter of fact, the revo- 
lutionary leaders liad decided on the 
Insurrection many months previous 
— even before the 'Secret Orders to 
the Military' document was read at 
tlic luiblin Corporation meeting by 
Alderman Tom Kelly, which oixler, 
by the way, was an out and out 
falii icalii'n for the purpose of forc- 
. McNeiU's hand, who was en- 
iiiely opposed to taking any of- 
fen^ve action." 

MeUowea <Ui«i aays that he be- 
lieved tbe best tdme for tbe Sinn 
Feiners to act waa after peace had 
been concluded. He argued that It 
would be possible to run guns into 
Ireland on a large scale then, so 
that every man in Ireland would 
be armed. He says: 

"It would tlien he possible to 
demand through a party In the 
House of Commons (ncft necessarily 
the Irish NaUonallst party) colonial 
government for IraUad. With this 
party to voice tbe demand and the 
rifles of the voianteem ready to 
support it, I baHeve that lihe Gov- 
ernment would hare no recourse but 
to accede. While this would not be 
Che fall attainment of our ideal. It 
would, nevertheless, place us in as 
favorable a poaltlon as we were in 
in 1782. And without the resitrlc- 
tlons of our present position we 
could (lulckly further our claim- 
anil win. 

"1 am fully convinced that, the 
war ending aud the promised home 
rule bill not forthcoming, the ranks 
of the volunteers would be largely 
augmented. I would safely reckon 
on having 30,000 armed and de- 
pendable men. I believe «hat It 
would have been much wiser to 
wait for some Issue which would 
histify our oause in the eyes of the 
people, who were moet certainly 
very hostile wben the insurrection 
broke out and remained hostile un- 
til the execution of the leaders." 

At the sanie time tliat the 
Mellowes documents were made pub- 
lic Chief Elynn gave out a letter 
found on Tliomas Welsh, a .sailor an 
a British liner, arrested for carry- 
ing mall from Sinn Feint in in Ire- 
land to their coHXjnsplrators here. 
The letter, unaddiessed and un- 
signed, was intended for Jiptan De- 
voy, the Secret Service agents aay. 
There are several references to the 
Sinn Feiner, who has visited New 
York disguised as a priest, Mid 
from statements in the letter this 
man is now in this country. The 
letter is cryptic, ami where names 
are wiitten in full they are aliases. 
Initials in all other in.'itunceB are 
used, excepting in tiie single refer- 
ence to Mellowea, who Is called 
lAam. 

The letter also tells of the anger 
of tbe Sean fear Cthe head of the 
Sinn Feiners) over the use of names 
in letters, and also tbe sending 'of 
mail from this side wittbout being 
censored by the Sinn Fein censor in 
New York. 

All these documents and others 
have been turned over to John C. 
Knox, As&istant United States At- 
torney, who is prosecuting the Sinn 
Feiners here. Some of them will 
be used In the proceeding by the 
Government to determine If the 
Gaelic-American, avowedly antl- 
Britlsh, should not be suppressed.

Election. 



Should Settle Once and For All 
If Oonrts €«n Be Dis- 
regarded. 



Ex-Democrat Brumleve Puts 
One Over on Republican 
Bosses.

The talk of a contest of the re- 
cent election Is still in the air and 
the opinion prevails that the courts 
should be given an opportunity to 
decide whether the high-handed 
methods of County Judge Greene 
and his appointee, Elisor Woodruff, 
should go unpunished or Unques- 
tioned at the lea.^t. Several of the 
candidates have expressed them- 
selves as being opposed to a contest, 
but in fairness to the 'Democratic 
party and tbe people as a whole the 
contest should be given a tryout, 
and if it does nothing else It will 
establl.sh a precedent for years to 
come as to how Car a disgruntled 
office-seeker may go in balking the 
wishes of the people and preventing 
them casting their votes. Everyone 
Itnows that Woodruff jupgl.Kl the 
location of Hie polling places to suit 
jlmself, and all know that he was 
actuated by motives of revenge be- 
cause of repudiation by the party in 
the prlm.xry. The same reason can 
surely be assigned Judge Greene, 
and his grievance against the party 
was uncalled, for as he was hope- 
lessly outclassed and never had a 
chance in the primary. Regardless 
of the oause of their action, one 
feature stands out, and that is their 
utter disregard of our courts of 
law, and in Justice tx) the common 
people a contest should be insti- 
liited to see if the courts, ^nd our 
iiighest court at that, can be defied 
with Impunity. 

That Greene's and Woodruff's ac- 
tions intimated many voters is 
shown by a comparison of the rote 
this year with that of flormer years, 
and again the vote compared with 
the registration. In round num- 
bers the registration, regular and 
supplemental, showed a total In the 
city of over 60,000. The wte In 
the Mayor's race of Cronan and 
Smith combined amounted to only 
43,.'i00, or a loss of about 7,000 
from tile registration. In the county 
oiitsi<le of the city only 8,000 votes 
ft-ere cast against 10,000 last year, 
a loss of 2,000, nnd coupled with 
the loss of 7,000 In the city makes 
a total .Shortage of 9,000 votes in 
Jefferson county. Then again in the 
Mayor's race of four years ago the 
vote was 47,000, or Just 3,600 more 
than this year, with a decided in- 
crease of voters in that time. The 
big deficit in voters can be at- 
tributed to one fact and that Is the 
Intimidation caused by the whole- 
sale removal of polls and the .swear- 
ing In of a lot of "yap" policemen 
on the eve of election. Many a 
Hmid and law-abiding citizen, read- 
ing in the daily press of wholesale 
purchase of revolvers and ammuni- 
tion by the Republican leaders, was 
frightened from exercising his 
rights of suffrage, and the courts 
should be given an opportunity to 
rule that this class of dtiiens 
dhould be protectc'd In their rii^ts. 
By all means have a contest and 
settle once and for all If Judge 
.ireene. Woodruff, Searcy and their 
followers are bigger men than our 
Circuit Courts and the Court of 
Appeals. 

The announcement of Mayor-elect 
Smith's board api/oiiitees did not 
create muCh surprise because tbe 
luajorily were tipped early, the 
anl; surpriss being the discarding 
of Glaorence Dinwiddle for Lodlow 



Petty. Many predict a lively time 
on the Board of Works, as Dave 
dose and Ben Brunieve are sure 
to come together sarly in action. 
Rose being known as a partisan 
flgbter while Brumleve has a record 
of being against the government. 
No matter how long Brumleve stays 
on the city pay-roll It can be said 
that he fooled the Republicans Just 
that much, as the political strength 
he brought to the Republicans was 
nil and the vote he received in the 
Deniocralic primary was, as pointed 
out in these columns, a vote of pro- 
toet against certain priniar>' meth- 
ods. Very few of the ex-Uenio- 
crats carried strength with them 
to the Republican rank«, one of tbe 
exceptions being Senator McNutt, 
srho was drivm out of tbe party by 
unnecessary and uncalled for abuse, 
and he did a whole lot of injury in 
hhe county, w<hlch went as he pre- 
dicted right after the primary. 

While Lewis Y. Johnson is credit- 
ed with being a Hert appointee, 
those .who know credit his appoint- 
ment to his old eniployei-s, tlie 
Courier-Journal and Timcw. who did 
their bit for tho Republican ticket, 
and it is dollars to doughnuts that 
ft word from National Committee- 
man Haldeman will go a long way 
with tbe new Chairman of the Re- 
publioan Board of Safety. It is not 
believed that many Changes will be 
made in the rank and fUs of the 
police department, as the board will 
hardly care to ruin the present 
splendid police department by fllltng 
the ranks with the motley crew who 
.ser'-ed as Greene's ronstaWes on 
election day, and as for the fire de- 
partment many of the patriots are 
not aching to s.-i ur.' positions where 
there is any danf,-er attaclnMl, and 
that branch of the city senire has 
been short for some time because 
of the low wages in comparison 
with other positions on the outside. 

Reasons are still being given why 
the Democratic ticket did not roll 
up a big majority despite the many 
driven aiway from the polls, but a 
prominent German-American pby- 
■ician Who resides in the East End 
was a caller at this office this week 
and said that the statement credited 
to prominent German leaders was 
correct and that was the German 
and Gemian-.American voters, espe- 
cially in the Ea.-'t End. voted against 
the local tickiit because of the 
speech of Senator James and their 
feeling against the national adminis- 
tration. 

Speaking of the last meetings of 
the campaign. It ti unanimously 
agreed that Gov. Stanley endeared 
himself to the Deonocrats of tlhls 
district and that they will repay 
that service at some future date.

ISSUE TO BE lECIONED fflTI 



It is an old tradition in Anserl- 
can political life to accept the re- 
sults of off-year elections as sort 
of a weather sign for the greater 
campaigns to follow. From the off- 
year results politicians usually take 
for themselves the obvious hints 
ae expressed In the balloting of 
their communities. While for us 
the elections Just held have no sa<di 
directly appealing lesson, they have 
many things which should set us 
seriously to thinking. Nor must we 
content oursslves with mere 
thought. 

The outstanding feature of the 
elections, no matter where held, is 
the enormous vote cast under the 
Socialist standard. Whatever the 
causes, the immense increase stands 
registered. So in Chicago the vote, 
as roughly tabulated, gives to the 
Socialists 77,000 votes; the Mayor- 
alty candidate in New York attract- 
ed 149,178 votes, an increase of 
450 per cent. New York elected 
seven members from the Socialist 
rank to the State Assembly, an in- 
crease of five. In Cleveland the 
vote for the Mayoralty candidate 
was, so the papers concede, more 
than doubled; two members of the 
City Council elected are from the 
Socialist ranks. Now whether the 
great number of .Socialist votes is 
4ue to a spirit of protest .Ti -inut 
conditions as lelt by the vot' 
srhether they represent so maiiy 
converts to Socialism, the fact re- 
mains that the Socialists have 
known how to marslwl under their 
standard a very largely Increased 
army of voters. Thus strength and 
prestige is theirs as never before. 

If this is not sufficient proof to 
those' who belittle any efforts at- 
iiieetlng the menace of Socialisiu, 
that it is a real issiie which Will 
have to be reckoned with soonoV" 
or later, then what will convince 
Buch of the need of social action 
on our partT For it is a direct call 
for social action on our part. Too 
long we have contented otirselves 
with a purely destructive activity 
of criticism, and this is not always 
i^telligent, and of opposltloD. But 
how can we in fairness and sin- 
cerity reproach Socialism with 
seeking to remedy conditions which 
we ourselves dsplors, if we stop 
at mere deploring and do not seek 
to offer some reasonable and safe 
lure for our Industrial and social 
evils? The time may come when 
may find ourselves classed by 
thr" Sociali.sts with those who not 
only condoned thepe evils hot helped 
to perpetuate them by our Indiffer- 
ence and scepticism. Surely now 
when we have been so busftsd in 
trumpeting forth our patriotic devo- 
tion to our country wt> could wall 
divert a little of this energy to the 
most patriotic of services, that of 
seeking to establish our social 
order on a safe and well construct- 
ed Christian hn.sls. For unless we 
do so those who have other remedies 
to otter will Increase still more the 
number 01 those to whom their ap- 
peal Is SI) sympathetic becaUM BO 
isoijited and unique. 

And as in many things we osa 
learn even in this matter ot pro- 
moting social Ideals and Idsas from 
those whom we regard as opposed 
to us. In a most interesting artlele 
written for the Globe Democrat, of 
St. Louis, by H. E. Whiting, we 
ftre given an account o^ the methods 
of propaganda used in New York 
for the .Socialist cause. Just as we 
i-egard our youth and their training 
essential for the success of our re- 
ligious work, so they, the .Socl.illats, 
know that on the youth of today 
depends the voter of tomorrow. In 
this article we are told how "There 
are night schools, attended by 
hordes of boys and girls from tklr- 
teen to twenty years of age, where 
Instmeteis drill Into Uieir receptive 
brains the tenets of Socialism." 
And so "There is an organization 
on the East Side known as the 
'Junior Young People's Socialistic 
League,' composed of boys and girls 
from thirteen to sixteen years old. 
One of the members of the league 
said: 'The boys aud girls under 
thirteen go to the Socialistic Sun- 
day-school, where they are taught 
the doctrine, but the older children 
have regular meetings and are in- 
structed in the principles of' the 
movement.' " 

It is but common sense to Mam 
from others where we can. Why 
is is that we overlook so splendid 
a chance in our schools to instruct 
our own children in practical Chris- 
tian social principles, to make them 
realize that their lives are all part 
of a great social scheme where essh 
Is his brother's keeper?

Details of the plans of Sinn Fein 

leaders for the Insurrection in Ire- 
land, which culminated in the Ea.s- 
ter .Monda.N riots of last year, to- 
gether with information relative to 
the landing on the Irish coast of 
sli Uom r Casement, were recounted 
In a communication found in pos- 
se.'^ion of "C.eneral" lyiani Mellowes. 
frlsh levolutionist, anvsled In New 
Vork wveral weeks ago, and made 
public Saturday by William J. 
Flynn, Chief of the United States 
Secret Ssrvles. At the same time 
Plynn gave out cojiiee of an artfully 
worded letter which Thomas Welsh, 
a British subject, attempted to de- 
stroy when taken Into custody by 
Federal authorities on the arrival 
of a stsamshlp the preceding Sun- 
day. The two communications. 
Secret Service agent.s nay, have fur- 
nished much information of value in 
their investigation of tlie ramifica- 
tions of Sinn Fein operations in the 
United States. 

Mellowes, i;ald to have been com- 
mander of a considerable force ot 
revolatlonlsts during the Dublin 
riota. Is at liberty In 17.600 ball, 
charged with Obtaining by fraud a 
seaman's passport on which it is 
claimed he intended shipping on an 
English-bound vessel in order to as- 
sist in another Irish rebellion. That 
another uprising was planned for a 
time not far distant is indicated, 
authorities believe, by a closing .sen- 
tence in the unaddre.ised letter 
found in Welsh's possession. In 
urging disoretion in the wording of 
communications, presumably from 
Sinn Fein agents in the United 
States to the leaders of the move- 
ment In Ireland, this letter said: 

"The game Is so high and there 
is too mudi at stake to take any 
risks and you nrast use extreme 
caution when writing. Always refer 
In future to the seanfear as I do, 
and if possible do not mention his 
name at all." 

The words "s«>anfear" ix'curs a 
number of times In the coniiiii\Mi( .1- 
tion, which was of considerable 
length and written in a smooth, 
regular hand. Reference also 
made to a man who, the b ; i in 
dicates, posed as a priest when iha> 
role best suited his purposes, and 
to another persim referred to as 
"the lady who was recently re- 
leased." 

Through study of the communi- 
cation. Federal authorities believe 
the person designated as "seanfear" 
is the director of all Sinn Pein op- 
erations. Though unsigned the 
wording of the letter, they believe, 
shows it wa.s written liv a. subaltern 
of "seanfear," who might be termed 
the "Secretary ol State" of the Sinn 
Fein organizations. 

Portions of the letter, authorities 
say, gives ground for their belief 
that Welsh was one of a number of 
messmgers who brought orders 
from leaders of the organisation In 
Ireland to their agente In this coun- 
try and retamed with word as to 
the progress of opSfStlons here.

The one uninjured building in 
fJrecourt. as in the othetf villages 
of the region, is the IKtle church. 
But the graveyard about it was 
choked wHb tall we e ds, and no 
service had been held there slnoe 
the German occupation three years 
ago As we entered the figure of 
a saint unfamiliar to our Protestant 
eyes caught our attention. "WTio 
is ine saint?" queried our director, 
"That," replied the old woman wlio 
had aooomrpanled ue, "is St. .Mat- 
thew, tbe patron saint of Grecourt. 
Hbi fete day ie September 21." It 
was then the 11th, and a return to 
Paris was necessary before we made 
our forma! entry Into the village 
with our equipment of camping out- 
Ots. supplies and livestock. But on 
the spot the direotor answered the 
iinsi>ol{en (iiieslinn in the old 
woman's eyee. "Tell the villagers," 
she said, "that we return to Ore- 
court some day. nest week, and tell 
thiem also that on St MattbeWs day 
there will be a mass In the cbureh." 

On the 13th, very dark and very 
late, in an army oamlon because our 
fru<'l( had broken down en route, 
the advance guard of the iinli. ar- 
rived The stable, aroused by the 
commotloQ, turned out to welcome 
u«. "Lee Amorlcainee! They have 
oome!" we beard. "They have come 
sooner than they said!" A fire was 
made and hot coffee prepared, and 
soon tba eota wsra set up la the 
banquss, and tbe taiMh College 



1:1 h i I'nit was Installed in Ore- 
court. 

The cure of the village had l^'cn 
taken away as a prisoner by the 
Germans, so that anotlier priest had 
to be found for the promised serv- 
loat Fortunately a soldier-priest 
ftiom a neighboring encampment 
oame. There were no benches, but 
tbeee were brought by truck from 
the school in Hombleux. The vil- 
lagers thenistdves cut the woods in 
the oliurcliyard and trimmed the 
interior of tl'.<^ clmrch with autumn 
foliage and flowers. To advertise 
tlie service, iiienibers of the unit 
oi'conipanied our doctore on their 
rounds and sang the hymns chosen 
for tbe occasion. In every village 
tbe track waa soon sommnded aad 
tbe news of tbe fete of St. Misttbew 
vread. 

St Matthew's day itself dawned 
clear and crisp. Ttie roads were 
dry, and from every (marter, from 
every sbaok and hovel, the peasants 
walked to Oreoourt. All had dressed 
in their beet washed their feces 
and combed their liair. They filled 
tbe little church. Soon the prl^ 
aiHTed la his soldier's unifi 
Over it be slipped bjs veetm 
and began to serve. 

Tbe fete of St Matthew ma 
our formal entry into onr work. 'To 
it came not only tbe villagers but 
the commandant of a section of the 
army, an army doctor and a French 
Red Cross nurse. At the close of 
the service the doctor, greatly af- 
fected, wrung our dir«K;tor'8 hand, 
thanked her in the name of France 
and bolted for Uls car. Tbe com- 
mandMft tbe priest and the nurse 
remained for luncheon and for an 
Inapectlon of our property. Evi- 
dently tbe oominandant must have 
approved us, for he said: "You have 
begun right: your doctors care for 
tho 8ick bodies, and you who arc 
I'roteslant.s" and this soemeii to 
astonish him niottt — "have already 
t.il<en thought for their oouls." And
